Principles and Procedures ſo heinous are 
to be attributed only to the Artifices and evil 
Councils of corrupt Miniſters.

After the preceding faithful Repreſentation 
of the King's Conduct, and that of the King 
of England, Elector of Hanover, all Europe,
